1 . The information disclosure statement filed January 1 5, 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. 

The IDS does not include copies of the foreign patents cited therein. 
It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein 
has not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the angles of the bead seats and where they are measured as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the central hub and the 
plurality of spokes of claim 12, and the bicycle of claim 19 must be shown or the 
features canceled from the claims. 

No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the term "in particular" is indefinite as it infers that other elements may 
be used other than the flexible bead wires. 

In claims 1 and 14, the use of the term "the said" is confusing and redundant. 
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In claim 3 the term "preferably strictly" is indefinite as it sets forth a range within a 
range, and is also an oxymoron in itself. Further, the diameter being claimed as 
between 0.5mm and 3mm, and also greater than 2mm is a range within a range and 
also contradictory. 

The use of the tenn "are obtained" in claims 9, 15, and 16 is confusing and 
indefinite. 

In claims 9 and 14, the term "by the association" is indefinite as it described no 
structure or step. The term "at least one element" is indefinite as it is unduly broad. 

In claim 13 the term "essentially" is indefinite as it infers that other, unspecified 
parts are included in the mounting assembly. 

In claim 14 it is not clear how many lips are being claimed. The "side walls" and 
the "mounting groove" lack antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
